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Detailed Action 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying Remarks filed 5-30-2003 have been 
entered and carefully considered.. 

The amendment is insufficient to overcome the obviousness rejections of claims 
1 ,3-7 but is sufficient to overcome the 1 12 2 nd paragraph rejections of claims 2,6,7. 
Claim 2 is cancelled without prejudice. Claims 8-13 were added for consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 ,3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 makes use of "essentially of language 
improperly by failing to include facing layers per claims 3,4,6 and 7 in the independent 
claim. In particular the language of claims 3,4,6 and 7 strongly suggests that Applicant 
intended to use "comprising of language instead. Accordingly, claims 1,3-7 will be 
examined with the assumption that claim 1 intended to use "comprising of language 
rather than "consisting of language. 

Per claims 3,6 and 7, the claim limitation "facing layer" lacks antecedent basis. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 ,3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
6,008,149 to Copperwheat substantially as set forth in the previous office action. 

6. Claims 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
5,501 ,898 to Fottinger et al. 

Fottinger et al discloses a car insulation composite (Col 1 , lines 24). Such a 
composite can be a three layer composite wherein the outer two layers are made of 
polybutylene terephalate fibers (Col 2, lines 35-40). The central layer is made of equal 
portions of polyethylene terephalate fibers and bicomponent fibers made of 
polyethylene terephalate and a copolyester with a lower melting point (Col 2, lines 45- 
52). Additionally, central layer's density is 8-40% of the density of the outer layers (Col 
2, lines 53-55). Given that the three layers of the resulting composite are polyesters, it is 
reasonable to assume that they have similar colors. The central layer has a weight of 
500g/m 2 (47g/ft 2 ) (Col 4, lines 28-29).
